Serving Canadians 


At Public Works and Government Services 
Canada, it’s our job to help keep the wheels of 
government turning as smoothly as possible so 
that the more than 100 federal organizations we 
serve can focus their resources and efforts on 


what they do best, serving Canadians. 


On November 1,1999, proud employees gathered on 
Parliament Hill to celebrate the 65th anniversary of the 
Canadian General Standards Board. 


It’s a big job. We’re the Government of Canada’s 
_ major provider of common goods and 
{ services of different kinds 
to all federal government 
departments — the 
offices, the 
telecommunica- 
tions and informatics 
networks, the financial and 
accounting systems, and the 
multitude of other services 
that help government work 


effectively and efficiently. 


The year 1999 was marked by our major 
accomplishments and contributions to the 
priorities of the Government of Canada. And 
we continued to help innovate and renew the 
public service, meet the challenges of the 

Year 2000, and contribute to a vibrant economy. 


e As Canada’s largest buyer of goods and 
services, with $8 billion annually in purchases 
that cover some 50,000 contract opportunities 
for Canadian business, we continue to be a 
major player in the nation’s economy. These 
opportunities spurred on our economy and 
created and maintained jobs in every sector. 


That was just the beginning. 


e As managers of the government’s telecommu- 
nications, and information management and 
information technology (IM/IT) infrastructure, 
we ve been enabling e-government, connecting 
Canadians to their government more than 


ever before. 


¢ We've been taking a lead with technology, 
determining what works, and building 
cost-effective solutions, and good long-term 


investments for Canadians. 


e We were responsible for ensuring Year 2000 
compliance of several government-wide 
mission-critical systems — Government of 
Canada banking, payments, central accounting 
and public service compensation systems; 


embedded building systems in all Crown- 


owned and -managed buildings (heating, 


ventilation, fire and security systems); the 
Government of Canada’s infrastructure for 
voice, data and satellite communications; as 


well as Ministers’ regional offices.

e We managed a real property inventory worth 
more than $6 billion, and negotiated and 
administered some 2,000 leases in every 


province and territory. 


e We provided office accommodation and other 
facilities for more than 160,000 public servants 
and Parliamentarians working in more than 
2,500 locations across Canada. These are 
essential facilities, providing services and access 


for Canadians to their federal government. 


¢ We continued to perform the government’s 
Receiver General functions, preparing the 
Public Accounts, and banking and disbursing 
all public monies for the government. This 
involved processing financial transactions 
totaling some $153 billion, and making more 
than 195 million payments on behalf of 


government to Canadians. 


¢ We also provided government departments 
with centres of expertise in translation, 
interpretation, terminology, management 
consulting, auditing, standards development 
and certification, Crown assets distribution, 


and many other fields. 


Innovation, Growth and Change 


The transformation taking place everywhere in 
government has been in part due to changes in 
our own operations. To increase efficiency and 
improve service, we have renewed practically 
every aspect of our organization and business 
practices. 


..otrengthening Our Service Solutions 


We are dedicated to building an effective 
operating environment that fosters innovation, 
growth and renewal to ensure that our programs 
and services remain relevant to the changing 


needs of Canadians in the new century. 


¢ We were there to help departments following 
collective bargaining by updating the Regional 
Pay System and arranging payments for the 
retroactive period of agreements. And, as 
Parks Canada and Revenue Canada moved 
to alternative service arrangements, our 
compensation experts helped to ensure their 


employees got paid, and on time. 


e In recognition of Excellence in Management 
of Information and Technology in the Public 
Sector (at GTEC) we were honoured for 
successfully using information technology to 
improve the way government does business. 
The gold medal winner was Buying Power 


2000, our desktop purchasing system. 


¢ We developed and implemented the Financial 
Information Strategy (FIS) suite of central 
financial systems that will replace the 
Government of Canada’s current central 
accounting system. This joint project with 
Treasury Board, a move to full accrual 
accounting, will help us better assess 
the efficiency and cost-effectiveness of 


our activities. 


e We established an Ethics Development 
Office to raise awareness of ethical issues in 
our workplace, provide advice and guidance, 
and encourage discussion of ethics-related 


issues within our department. 


¢ We have an impressive array of inventory 
mechanisms to access business opportunities 
with the Government of Canada. And this 
year, an additional tool was the on-line 


PWGSC Customer Manual for federal 


government buyers and materiel managers. 


e We continued our work on Innovative 
Officing, which provides low-cost and creative 
office accommodation solutions by reusing 
existing functional activity areas, introducing 
privacy enclaves, sharing support services, and 


integrating building management systems that 


lead to “intelligent” buildings. 


¢ Under the Canada Wordmark Program, 
we're making federal buildings more visible 
by putting up signs with the distinctive 
Government of Canada symbol. In 1999, 
signs went up on 20 more federal buildings. 
We expect to have signs on the remaining 
34 locations by the end of fiscal year 1999-2000. 


In total, 67 buildings across Canada will bear 


the symbol. 


...Pursuing Savings for Canadians and 
Working in Partnership 


Our goal is to provide 


Canadian taxpayers the 
best value in common 
and central 

®- services, with 
due regard for 
the important government 
values of prudence, probity 
and transparency. We’re 
committed to quality and 
affordability of service 
delivery for government 
and for Canadians. 


¢ We administer the electronic Direct Deposit 
payments, saving Canadians about 50 cents 
on every transaction, for annual savings of 
$55 million. By eliminating the need for 
cheques, we’re also saving on paper — 
1.77 million kilograms annually — and 
helping protect the environment for 


future generations. 


¢ When Canadians use toll-free telephone 
numbers to contact the Government of 
Canada, or when public servants make long- 
distance calls or hold teleconferences, they 
are taking advantage of lower rates that we 


negotiated. The numbers are impressive: 


¢ for toll-free services, annual savings of 


$10—$12 million; 


¢ for teleconferencing services, about 


$1 million; and 


¢ for long-distance charges, $12 million. 


Effective partnering reduces overlap and 
duplication, increases efficiencies, saves money 
and provides Canadians with better access to 
government services. Throughout the year, we 
worked in collaboration with other federal 
organizations to deliver services to Canadians 


in new and better ways. 


¢ On April 1, 1999, we were there to welcome 


Nunavut into the Canadian federation. We 
transformed six military hangars on the 
outskirts of Iqaluit, the new territory’s capital, 
into a gala reception centre to host dignitaries 
and show off our northern landscape to a 
television audience of millions. We continue to 
support the new northern government by 


building crucial infrastructure. 


¢ When our study determined that Veterans 
Affairs Canada required a new Data Centre 
in the Atlantic region, the project might have 
been costly. We arranged for a new Veteran 


Affairs Canada Data Centre to be co-located

with Revenue Canada’s Taxation Centre in 
Summerside, Prince Edward Island, resulting 
in significant savings without major work 


interruptions. 


e¢ Through Contracts Canada, we created the 
Supplier Registration Information Web site, 
used by government buyers to find suppliers 
of products and services. With on-line 
registration, potential suppliers can increase 
their contracting opportunities for low-dollar 
requirements not posted on MERX'”, 


Canada’s electronic tendering service. 


e We continued our work with provinces and 
municipalities to develop and improve the 
on-line Blue Pages telephone directory of 


government information and services.

In support of the Government of Canada’s goal, 
we're helping build a compelling vision of what 
an e-government means — making Canada the 
most connected nation in the world and the first 
national government fully on-line to its citizens 


by 2004. 


¢ We developed our own “Netvision/Government 
On-Line” strategy to help orient us in the shift 
to full e-delivery of our services, guide us in 
connecting Canadians, and assist other federal 


departments and agencies to do the same. 


¢ With increasing amounts of business being 
carried out on-line, we’re meeting the need for 


secure electronic commerce and information 


exchange by driving the new federal Strategic 


IM/IT Infrastructure Initiative. This multi- 
departmental effort provides Canadian citizens 
and organizations with trusted, reliable and 
convenient electronic access to government 


services through a single electronic portal. 


We're leading the development of the 
Government of Canada’s primary Web site — 
the Canada Site portal — in collaboration 
with the Treasury Board Secretariat’s Chief 
Information Office. The site is the principal 
electronic access point for Canadians to obtain 
information on Canada, its government and 


its people. 


Through the InfoCentre PC and Rural Kiosk 
pilot project, we provided Canadians with 
better service and easier access to information. 
Working in collaboration with Human 
Resources Development Canada, along with 
30 other federal departments, the project 
supplied touch-screen kiosks to 100 rural 


communities throughout Manitoba, Ontario, 


Quebec, and the Atlantic provinces. 


e We provided Canadians with quick and easy 
access to information on the Budget Speech 
and the Speech from the Throne. Right after 
each event, we made sure that the Canada Site 


and the 1 8@(@ O-Canada call centre had 


up-to-date information. 


¢ We also helped older Canadians get informa- 
tion they need on the federal government 
by managing a toll-free telephone service, 
part of Health Canada’s contribution to the 


International Year of Older Persons. 


e We managed information services on the 
Year 2000 computer challenge, the Governor 
General’s Awards, the Connecting Canadians 
initiative, and the subject of climate change. 
We also provided continued support to the 
Bank of Canada and the Royal Canadian 
Mint’s toll-free telephone services on behalf 


of the Government of Canada. 


A Strong Economy for Canada 


As we round the corner to 


the new century, it 1s clear 
that one of the keys to 
continued economic 
growth and job 
creation in 
Canada is international 
trade. In the global economy, 
countries are increasingly 
interdependent. Supporting 
Canadian businesses and 
industry on the world stage 


_ (The Prime Minister of 
Canada’s Response to the 
Speech from the Throne, 
October 1999.) 


is a major priority of the Government of Canada. 
Throughout the year, we provided wide-ranging 
support to our federal government clients. Our 
support is enhancing Canada’s visibility and 
increasing the success of Canadian business and 
industry around the world. 


¢ We are participating in a joint Canada—China 
co-production for broadcast on China Central 
Television, the national TV network of the 
People’s Republic of China. The 13 episodes 
are the second series to focus on Canadian 
business, industry and culture. The first series 
was named the top educational program in 
China last year and had a per episode viewing 
audience of nearly 2 million Chinese decision 
makers. Our participation gives Canada 
quality exposure in China, the world’s fastest 


growing economic marketplace. 


¢ We established an on-site office in Mississippi, 
U.S.A., to provide project management and 
marine inspection services for the $27 million 
construction of two 60-metre patrol vessels for 
the Commonwealth of the Bahamas. Thanks 
to innovative information technology and a 
digital camera at the shipyard, on-line 
procurement personnel in three different 
countries were able to view the construction 
progress. The vessels were delivered on time 
and put into immediate use in the relief effort 


following Hurricane Floyd. 


¢ We hosted a delegation of real estate 
professionals from Japan on a visit to learn 
how we deal with expropriation issues. The 
Government of Japan is conducting a three- 
year review of its public compensation 
system and wishes to benefit from the 


experience of Canada and the U.S. 


¢ The Russian State Library and the International 
Federation of Library Associations invited us 
to participate in Russia’s first depository 
services program symposium. We presented 
a paper illustrating our own example, and 
provided advice to participants on establishing 


and maintaining such a network. 


e Recognizing us as a world leader in procure- 
ment, the Supply Division of UNICEF in 
Copenhagen sought our assistance in 
finding solutions to some of its procurement 
problems. As a result of our report, UNICEF 
invited us to Denmark to give procurement 


training. 


¢ We worked behind the scenes in numerous 
ways at the eighth Francophone Summit held 
in Moncton, New Brunswick. The major 
three-day event brought together 52 heads of 
state, 900 official delegates, 700 international 
journalists, and close to 2,000 security 
personnel. We were responsible for preparing 
five venues and providing a wide range of 
services, from negotiating hotel rooms and 
securing short-term leases and storage space to 


procurement, interpretation and translation, 


cheque production, and conference services. 


Working Across Canada 


Building and managing the facilities in which the 
federal government houses the people who serve 
Canadians is one of our most important responsi- 
bilities. Through our work — procurement, 
construction, telecommunications and other work 
we do on behalf of government — local economies 
are stimulated and tens of thousands of jobs are 
created in every part of Canada. 


e We are currently working with the British 
Columbia ship-repair industry to expand the 
Esquimalt Graving Dock’s business. At its 
current operating levels, annual foreign 
revenues are $21 million. The estimated 
annual value of direct, indirect and induced 
salaries, excluding fringe benefits, is 


$46.4 million. 


¢ Opened in July, the Canadian Science Centre 
for Animal and Human Health in Winnipeg 
is the first in the world to accommodate both 
human and animal health laboratories under 
one roof. The complex provides Canada’s first 
Level 4 labs where the world’s most deadly 
diseases can be studied. We managed the 
$145 million design and construction of the 
facility for Health Canada and Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada (now the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency), and now manage 


and maintain the facility. 


e We partnered with Human Resources 
Development Canada to create a National 
Emergency Operations Centre in Hull, Quebec. 
Launched in response to the ice storm in 1998 
and the Year 2000 issue, the facility can 
monitor emergencies across the country. 
Equipped with state-of-the-art technology, 
the Centre will enable Human Resources 
Development Canada and other federal 
departments to continue delivering vital 
services, such as income security payments, 


to Canadians during emergencies. 


e For the Department of Fisheries and Oceans, 
we built a state-of-the-art scientific research 
laboratory in the Experimental Lakes Area in 
Kenora, Ontario, replacing several dilapidated 
temporary trailers that had been on the site 
for 25 years. Designed for research into 
environmental issues affecting freshwater 
lakes and their plant and animal life through- 
out the world, the Experimental Lakes Area 


lab attracts researchers from around the world. 


¢ Before a crowd of more than 20,000 spectators, 
we demolished the Combined Bachelors’ 
Quarters, originally constructed in 1957, 
at Argentia, Newfoundland. It was 
Newfoundland’s first-ever structural implosion 
and was broadcast on the Web within hours of 
the event. The $2.7 million project included 
the demolition and removal of the 10-storey 


concrete structure, formerly the largest 


residential building in the province. 


..Support for Youth 


Our future depends on our young people, and our 
success as a nation depends on meeting the needs 
of our youth in education and in their transition to 
the world of work. 


e We continued our participation in the Federal 
Sector Youth Internship Program by offering 
work experience to unemployed and under- 
employed young people as part of Canada’s 
Youth Employment Strategy. 


e We also continued our support to the federal 
government’ post-secondary recruitment 
campaign offering employment to successful 
candidates in areas such as engineering and 
computer science, financial management, 


and procurement. 


e During the summer of 1999, we provided 
employment opportunities for 290 students, 
and 337 co-op students joined our ranks for 


work terms of varying durations. 


... Helping Minority Communities 


Not only do we manage office buildings, contract 
services, and help government use the latest 
technologies to serve Canadians, we also belong 
to communities across the country where we are 
building our future together. 


e In support of the federal government's 
commitment to minority communities, we 
pursued a number of initiatives to encourage 
the development of official language 
communities in minority situations and 
enhance the vitality of the English and French 


linguistic minority communities in Canada. 


e With federal and provincial partners, we 
signed our third national agreement with the 
Association canadienne-frangaise de |’ Alberta. 
In establishing a framework for cooperation in 
economic and human resources development, 
we are continuing to promote the development 


of Alberta’s francophone community. 


¢ In partnership with Industry Canada, surplus 
personal computers were offered to official 


language associations in minority situations. 


..Support for Aboriginal Peoples 


The federal government is committed to building 
, a stronger relationship with Canada’s 


Aboriginal peoples. 
Throughout 1999, we 
took a lead role in 
Sa partnering with 
the Aboriginal 
community and 
> supporting the government’s 
priorities. 


¢ We continued to develop 
initiatives to increase 
Aboriginal employment 
opportunities, including 
establishing a registry of Aboriginal employ- 
ment service providers and delivery agents. 
The register was compiled to enable us to 
market vacancies, access inventories, and tap 


into pools of qualified Aboriginal applicants. 


¢ We continued our support to promote our 


supplier program aimed at increasing 


representation of Aboriginal businesses and 


groups. In Manitoba alone, in one year, our 
Procurement Strategy for Aboriginal Business 


volumes exceeded $1 million. 


e We organized a trade show in Dartmouth, 
Nova Scotia, to promote access to government 
procurement opportunities. Working with 
federal and provincial departments and 
Aboriginal economic development 
organizations, we showcased 15 federal 
government departments and 25 Aboriginal 
companies, entrepreneurs and organizations 


from Nova Scotia and New Brunswick.

Sustainable Development — 
Clean and Green 


We make every effort to make responsible and 
informed decisions about the environment in 
carrying out our operational and policy respon- 
sibilities. Since our Sustainable Development 
Strategy was introduced two years ago, we 
have been working on a management system 
to ensure environmental issues are considered 
in all our activities, to sustain development and 
to reduce waste. 


¢ We’ve established standing offers for environ- 
mentally responsible cleaning products and 
recyclable plastic garbage bags, as well as 
other “green” products such as lamps, batter- 
ies, janitorial products, packaging materials, 
alternative-fuel-powered vehicles, office and 


stationery supplies, and recycled paper. 


e For the Pan American Games in Winnipeg, 
we awarded contracts to suppliers who 
provided biodegradable or reusable products, 
such as cold and hot drink cups. We also 
helped the event run smoothly. 


e In all our construction and demolition 
contracts, We insist on maximum use of 
recycling and reuse practices in order to 
reduce disposal in landfill sites. At the 
former U.S. naval facility in Argentia, 
Newfoundland, close to 100,000 tonnes 
of concrete, 943,000 litres of fuel oil and 
2,000 tonnes of scrap metal have been salvaged 


from dismantled buildings, underground 


tanks, pipelines and other structures. 


e Working in cooperation with the Province 
of British Columbia, Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada and First Nations leaders, we 
managed a $9.5 million project of urgent 
mitigative flood works on First Nations lands. 
The work included dike construction, some 
erosion protection, stockpiling of embankment 
stones, and environmental work to help 


protect 41 First Nations communities. 


e We undertook a number of joint environmental 
projects in the Far North throughout 1999. 
For example, at Environment Canada’s High 
Arctic Weather Stations, we carried out 
Eureka asbestos removal and conducted 


contaminated soil investigations. 


e We worked with federal and provincial 
governments and a national not-for-profit 
organization to help protect an important 
habitat in Eastern Ontario, the internationally 


significant Burnt Lands Alvar, home to many 


rare plant species.

¢ Throughout 1999, we advanced or finalized 
some innovative environmental standards. For 
example, working with Industry Canada, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, and the 
Standards Council of Canada, we launched a 
new national standard for quality and safety 
of organic agriculture, providing Canadians 
with a consistent meaning for “organic 
agriculture” — one that endorses production 
and management practices that contribute 
to the quality and sustainability of the 


environment and ensures the ethical 


treatment of livestock. 


Helping in Emergencies — 
We Care and We Are There 


When disaster strikes, when people most need 
their government, we are among the first on the 
scene to lend a helping hand to people and 
communities in times of crisis. We’re dedicated 
to meeting the needs of people with compassion 
and resources, and to helping them through 
distressing times.

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¢ “Operation Parasol” brought 


5,000 refugees to several 
Canadian Forces bases 
as part of Canada’s 
response to the 
emergency evacu- 
ation of war-torn Kosovo. 
We played an active role in 
the humanitarian effort by 
working with Citizenship 
and Immigration Canada 
and the Department of 
National Defence to 
procure goods and services for the refugees, 
including accommodation at the bases, clothing, 
household items, refrigerators, armbands, 
fingerprinting services, and office equipment 


and supplies. 


e For the Department of National Defence, we 
completed an emergency request for 31 life 
preservers and survival vests for the air crews 
operating the CF-18s at Aviano, Italy — 


processing the contract in 24 hours. 


¢ Helping to curtail bankruptcies in farming 
communities, we were instrumental in 
implementing a quick start-up of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada’s National Income 
Disaster Program for farmers. We procured 
the electronic infrastructure to get the 
program up and running quickly and able 
to handle as many as 80,000 applications for 
approximately $900 million over the next 


two years. 


¢ When British Columbia received a record 
snowfall in the spring of 1999, we worked 
with other departments and governments to 
help alleviate concern about flooding of the 
Fraser River. We conducted inspections of 
dikes and assessed risk to facilities, and 
advised on facility protection, hydrographic 
surveying, and improvements to federal dikes 


and river training systems. 


¢ We worked with the Transportation Safety 
Board to carry out a major dredging operation 
to determine the cause of the fatal crash of 
Swissair Flight 111 off the coast of Nova 
Scotia. This was the first time we managed 
such an operation, and almost 100 percent 


of the wreckage was recovered. 


Information Technology — 
Meeting the Year 2000 Challenge 


In this unprecedented worldwide computer date 
challenge, we had to make sure our operations, 
computing systems, buildings, and government- 
wide mission-critical systems — all essential to the 
security, health, safety, and economic well-being of 
Canadians — were ready for the rollover. 


From a technological perspective, our challenge 
was formidable: to convert 36 government-wide 
mission-critical applications, 65 high-priority 
applications, and 267 medium- and low-priority 
applications, as well as upgrade about 12,000 office 
computers for our employees, and close to 

4,500 building system components. 
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In addition to these upgrades, our Year 2000 
efforts brought many other benefits that will 
» last well Wee January 1, 2000. Our 


emergency planning 


process has ensured 
., that government- 
.. owned and 
-managed facilities 
are prepared for any crisis, 
and Year 2000 testing verified 
the effectiveness of our 
existing systems under 
emergency conditions. 


In addition, the global 
computer date issue, and 
the ensuing urgent requirement for us to 
upgrade our systems for the 21st century, provided 
an opportunity to demonstrate our vision of 
bringing people and technology together. We 

built solid partnerships with the private sector, 
provincial, territorial, regional and municipal 
governments, as well as utility providers. 


In the final analysis, the technical training that 
was gained and the stabilization of technology that 
was achieved across all government will ensure 
our continued efficiency in the delivery of our 
services well into the future.
